On the Road. 


A college professoress who knowsall 
plants, a Fem.Sem. graduate who keeps

‘This is Vacation.’’ 


Given four young men, two cedar, 


canoes, two cameras, and the Housa- 
tonic river, and the results in one case 
were as follows: 

The excursion began on a recent 
Monday morning with a brisk walk of 
four miles to take the 4 o’clock train 
at Springfield for Pittsfield. After 
boarding the train, while fanning: his 
flushed face with his hat, one of the 
party exclaimed, ‘‘This is vacation!’’ 
and, adopting it as a watchword, the 
decision was unanimous that mere 
speed and distance covered should give 
way toa lingering acquaintance with 
nature. Everywhere the effects of a 
recent rain enhanced the beauty of 
that clear summer sunrise, and the hill- 
girt city of Berkshire never looked 
fairer. Lakes Pontoosuc and Onota, 
and others less extensive, gladdened 
the eye, and the camera’s more reten- 
tive retina brought away many a scene 


framed about by grandly rounded 
mountains. Greylock’s majesty, under 


a cloud chaplet until the sun rose high, 
backed in stately blue many a view 
toward the North. 

The canoes wsre launched in the shal- 
low branch just below the city and be- 
gan their tortuous course cautiously. 
But obstructions assisted the frisky 
stream, and with unceremonious intro- 
duction to its playful, discolored 
waters, half the party were compelled 
todo homage to the traditional New 
England ‘‘wash-day,” and for an hour 
a fair-sized washing was spread upon 


the meadew grass, while the experi-. 


enced ones sought to avert any injury 
to lenses and plates. The merriment 


caused by the incident seemed to reflect’ 


the frolicsome mood of the stream it- 
self and remained with the party until 
their separation. , 

Canoeists and map-makers could sel- 
dom agree. While, paddling through 
those reaches of mountain meadow 
one would box the compass two or 
three times in an hour. | Several times 
during the first dozen miles Greylock 
loomed up directly in front. For miles, 
winding back and forth, the river ran 
close beneath the shaggy sides of Wash- 
ington and October mountains, whose 


well-clothed crests showed little sign of 
the woedman’s axe. 

Roaring Brook, in Northern Lenox, 
tumbled down tumultuously beneath 
the deep leafy shade, and Tory Cave 
beside one of its cascades, was the oc- 
casion for the first of many’ rambles 
from the watery pathway. The great 
marble quarries of Lee diverted the at- 
tention from the increasing frequen+y 
of paper mill dams—and_ consequent 
carries—and awakened wonder at the 
ingenuity with which the material is 
quarried in ponderous blocks, handled, 
and cut. While a stroll about town 
caused a feeling almost of dismay at 
the apparently ignoble uses made of 
the profusion of this white stone which 
enters into so many great public build- 
ings and one national monument. 

Beautiful Stockbridge with its me- 
morials of John Sargeant and the ‘first 
church in the wilderness,’’ of the Stock- 
bridge Indians, and of Jonathan Ed- 
wards, and with its store of natural 
charms, caused many aramble and kept 
the camera busy. Ice Glen, with its 
cool deep shade, and huge rocks fern- 
fringed hiding unsunned recesses and 
crevices, is equally beyond description 
and photography. From this glen was 
brought the rugged shaft of rock graved 
only by nature, that marks the ancient 
Indian burial place,—a monument 
which Dean Stanley, some years ago, 
declared to be the most appropriate 
thing of its kind he had seen in Amer- 
ica. Laurel Hill, the sylvan hall of the 
Association bearing its name, bears 
testimony to the influence of two old 
families, For from one came to the 
town the gift of this rocky, wooded 
nook, while a daughter of the other 
originated the Association itself, which 
might almost be called the genius of 
Stockbridge. At least the velvety turf, 
the well kept lawns, and the worthy 


village pride in their many historic and 


natural distinctions, demonstrate the 
benefits of such an organization. Only 
twice in forty years bas the annual 
gathering and celebration on Laurel 
Hill gone by default. 

‘Monument mountain, whose rugged 
grandeur is heightened by the romance 
of Indian legend and Bryant’s poem, 
affords a view rarely equalled. Its own 
craggy sides, the fair prospect just be- 
low, the irregular circle of surrounding 
hills and the distant Catskills make 
such a view as inspires poets.’ Intact, 
one fresh from a visit to the scenes of 
Bryant’s boyhood at Cummington, 
after gazing with mute delight on this 
expanse of beauty round about Monu- 
ment mountain, exclaimed, ‘‘No won- 
der Bryant was a great poet!’ Yet 
this mountain is but one of the may 
attractions of famous Great Barrington. 

Last of all the Berkshire towns on 
the Housatonic, and possibly the cli- 
max in the variety, boldness, and even 
grandeur of its environment is Sheffield. 
Ravines and cliffs, lakes and waterfalls 
and the Dome, made one feel the pov- 
erty and almost irreverance of words. 

And so the trip ended, leaving the 
conviction that this had been but a 
reconnoisance, since many of the 
beauties of the region had been passed 
by for want of time. The Housatonic 
isa beautiful pathway through Berk- 
shire, sometimes sedate, seldom slug- 
gish; and its turns and shallows, its 
rapids and dams, the wheels of indus- 
try and the charms of nature along its 
banks, make it a delightful avenue for 
one who wishes to come near te 
nature’s heart.

The'office of the Superintendent was 
filled with teachers on Wednesday, at 
4.30 P.M. The Superintendent delivered 
the first of a series of weekly lectures on 
teaching. He spoke first of the real and 
of all true teaching, and ofthe necessity 
of keeping this end prominently in mind. 
The three-fold nature of the soul was 
dwelt upon, and the too prevalent ten- 
dency on the part of teachers to cultivate 
the intellectual, at the expense of the 
emotional and volitional. The necessity 
for cultivating the feelings in reading, in 
geography, and in history was strongly 
emphasized. The old idea that the will 
of the child must be broken was said to 
have given place to the modern idea that 
the will should be eultivated and 
strengthened. ‘Lead the children to 
help themselves. Cultivate the feeling 
of personal responsibility.”’ 

The first four weeks of school having 
elapsed, the pupils who have been ad- 
vanced to the present grade only on trial 
will be allowed to go on or turned back, 
according to the kind of work which 
they have done: A few will, accord- 
ing to the judgment of the teachers, 
do better to be placed in the lower grades 
and these will accordingly be placed in 
the class where they can do the best 
work. The parents of these few will do 
well to lead the pupils to see that it is 
for their best good to be placed where 
they are.

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STABBED TO DEATH. 


Fall River Man Murdered by 
His Brother-in-Law. 


Both Had Been Drinking and the As- 
sassin Was Apparently the Aggressor. 
He is Captured by Two Citizens. 

» 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 8.—John Ken- 
\nedy of this city was murdered in Anawan 
street at 2:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
by his brother-in-law, Murice Kennelly, 
who lives with him. Both men had been 
drinking. Shortly before the killing they 
were talking together in the kitchen of 
the house 71 Anawan street, when some 
sharp words passed between them, and 
John ordered his brother-in-law to pack 
his trunk and leave the house at once. 

Maurice went into the street, then 
threw a half-pint bottle through a pane of 
glass into the room where John was sit- 
ting. The latter ran to the door and 
Maurie dared him to come out, threatening 

To Run a Knife Into Him. 

John went up to Maurice, in the middle 
of the street, whereupon Maurice struck 
him, -The men ¢linched, and Maurice got 
John’s head under his arm, drew his 
pocket knife and plunged it to the hilt 
into his abdomen, just below the stomach. 
The wounded man dropped on the side- 
walk and the blood gusned from him ina 
stream. He was assisted to the steps of 
the building 74 Anawan street, became 
unconscious almost immediately and died 
in a few minutes. 

Kennelly ran down Anawan. street, but 
was captured at the junction of Pocasset 
street by two men who had witnessed the 
stabbing. He was held until Officer Mul- 
lally arrived, when he was: placed under 
arrest. The gory pocket knife was found 
upon him. 

Dr. Leary examined Kennedy’s dead 
body and ordered its removal to the under- 
taker’s. The dead man leaves five chil- 
dren, all under 10 years of age, anda 
widow, who was 

Under the Influence of Liquor 
when the officers took charge of the house. 

John wasa laborer employed at the 
waste mill adjoining his home. Maurice 
is well known in police circles, having 
served sentences for various’ minor 
offerf’es. He is best known by the nick- 
name “Dr. Tanner,’’ which he earned at 
one time by attempting to emulate the 
well-known faster of that name. 

Both the murderer and his victim are 
about 32 years of age. John was.addicted 
to drink, and had been on a three days’ 
spree, He died onthe same steps. where 
a cobbler named Fitzgerald murdered his 
wife about fifteen years ago, for which 
offence Fitzgerald is now serving sentence 
in Charlestown prison. At the police 
station Kennelly admitted having com- 
initted the crime, and says he did it in self- 
defense. 


Collision Off Cape Cod. 

Boston, Sept. 30.—Yesterday afternoon 
the British fruit steamer Ethelred, Cap- 
tain Hopkins; which sailed from here 
Wednesday evening, returned to port, 
having in tow the two-masted schooner A. 
Heaton of Rockland, Me., Captain Snow, 
both of the vessels having been in collision 
off Cape Cod on Wednesday night. The 
schooner lost her masts and was badly 
strained. The steamer was also damaged 
to a considerable extent. 


Indicted on Eighteen Counts. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—The United States cir- 
cuit court grand jury has reported an in- 
dictment in eighteen counts against John 
H. Paterson and twenty-four others, uffi- 
cers and employes of the National Cash 
Register company, charging them with 
creating a monopoly in favor of the Na- 
tional company in restraint of trade, and 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust act. 
Justice Putnam was onthe bench. This 
is a second indictment against officers of 
this company. 


Clubbed with His Own Billy. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Oct. 3.—Officer 
Lucy, while attempting to close a tempo- 
rary barroom yesterday afternoon, was set 
upon by three men’ and severely beaten 
and kicked. The men secured the officer’s 
billy and struck him several times with 
it. The roughs made a break for liberty, 
followed by a mob, and finally eluded the 
officers by dodging in and out among al- 
leyways. 

Peck’s Case Again. 

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—In the court of ses- 
sions the Peck case was up for a decision 
as tothe quashing of the criminal indict- 
ment against C. E. Peckand E. KE, Rogers. 
Judge Clute said; ‘The motion to quash 
the indictment is denied. It is the duty 
of the grand jury to investigate any al- 
leged offense.”’ This matter was post- 
poned until Thursday. 

To Investigate the Collision. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—From the facts fur- 
nishedthem by the masters of the two 
vessels, it has been decided by the steam- 
ship inspectors that a thorough official in- 
vestigation of the collision between the 
H. M. Whitney and the Ottoman is neces 
sary, and the hearing will commence 
within a few days. 

Bullet Hole in His Shoulder, 

COHASSET, Mass., Oct. 3.—Henry Venno,. 
20 years old, while taking a gun froma 
wayon accidently discharged it, the entire 
charge entering his left shoulder from the 
front and passing out the back, ploughing 
a hole clear through as large as a silver 
dollar. He was taken tothe Massachu- 
setts general hospital. 


New Industry for Deering, Me.

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WOBURN'S CELEBRATION 
Of the 250th Anniversary of Her Birth 
Has Begun in Earnest. 


WosurRN, Mass., Oct. 6.—‘‘Charles- 
towne village is called Wooborne.”’. This 
simple declaration, made 250 years ago 
next Friday, sanctioned the beginning of 
anew municipality, and the prosperous 
city of Woburn today begun a two days’ 
birthday festival in commemoration of 
that event in 1642. 

The city of leather is decked in tri-col- 
ored attire. Gay bunting and the na- 
tional colors meet the vision on every 
side, To one who has not been in the 
midst of the bustle of preparatidn old 
Woburn seems to have been rejuvenated. 
All the finery that fancy bestows upon 
the bride bedecks her public buildings,her 
business blocks and residences. 

Across Pleasant street, nearly opposite 
the Unitarian church, is a mammoth arch 
built of counterfeit granite and marble. 
This arch is about thirty feet high, with a 
span of forty feet. The structure faces 
the railroad station, and is seen by pas- 
sengers onincoming trains. On the west 
side of the arch is the inséription: ‘1642— 
Welcome to our Quarter Millenial—1892.” 
On the east side is the following: *'1642— 
Charlestowne Village is called Wooborne 
—1892.” Profusely decorated with ever- 
green and flags,and surmounted by a 
large spread eagle,this arch attracts much 
favorable comment. 

On the southeast side of thecommon has 
been erected a reviewing stand, with seats 
for about 200, The reception committee’s 
booth has been placed upon a‘green plat 
at the station opposite, where teams will 
stop. In this booth may be found official 
programs of the day’sevents. Band stands 
have been erected at various points in the 
city, where concerts will be given. 

Today was ushered in by salutes, bell 
ringing, bonfires, etc. At 10 a. m. a match 
game of base ball was played at Rumford 
park. Atlla. m. the literary exercises 
took place in the new armory on Montvale 
avenue. The oration was by Frank Brooks 
Richardson. The poem was by James Jef- 
frey Roche, Vocal music was rendered 
by the Temple male quartet, and instru- 
mental music by Baldwin’s Cadet or- 
chestra. Mayor Thompson presided. 


A REPORTED COMPROMISE 


To Be Shortly Effected in the Famous 
Barnaby Will Case.

The Power of Gravitation. 

From common experience we are 
apt to hold exaggerated notions of 
the power of gravity. Not until we 
compare it with other attractive 
forces, such as magnetism or elec- 
tricity, do we appreciate how trivial 
it really is. 

The fundamental experiments in 
electricity and magnetism, known to 
men for more than 2,000 years, of 
lifting light bodies by rubbed amber 
and iron filings by means of a load- 
stone, demonstrate at once their in- 
comparably greater power. 4 

If, for instance, the attracting 
body had the moderate dimensions 
of a hand speci.nren of amber or load- 
stone, we should require it to be of 
so dense a material as to weigh 
1,000,000,000 pounds instead of a few 
pounds, as usual, in order that its 
gravitational attraction should equal 
that of either of the two forces men- 
tioned. It is obvious therefore that 
the imposing nature of the force of 
gravity, as equally compared with 
other attractive forces, is due not to 
its superior qualitative magnitude, 
but to the enormous masses of the 
bodies which exercise it. 

Thus, while it requires the use of 
the most delicate torsion balance to 
demonstrate even the mutual attrac- 
tion between a small and a large 
sphere of lead, yet where enormous 
masses, such as the earth, are con- 
cerned, the attraction exerted by one 
hemisphere upon the other probably 
exceeds a force of 500 pounds per 


| square inch over a surface whose 


radius is 4,000 miles.—Electricity. 


Characteristic Costumes Disappearing. 
Possibly 50 per cent. of the inter- 
national costumes copied by Queen 
Victoria when she dressed dolls 
have passed away, never to return.

Picturesquely clad 
men, women and children who pre- 
tend to be artists’ models, but who 
are in reality beggers, still haunt 
the Via Condotti at Rome and ex- 
tract coppers from the ‘‘forestieri.” 
The police have driven them from 
the Piazza i Spagnia and the steps 
of the Trinith de Monti; but ere 
long in all likelihood they will 
wholly vanish. A few vestiges of 
romantic dress linger in the Italian 
provinces; but on the whole the 
peninsula is at present inhabited by 
a population, the males of which 
wear ‘‘store” clothes and wide awake 
hats, while the women are clad in 
Manchester cottons and cheap hats 
copied from the latest Paris modes. 
Characteristic costumes are on the 
wane in Germany, in Norway and in 
Spain. They hold their own to some 
extent in Austria, in Bohemia and in 
the Tyrol; but on every side the na- 
tional costume is coming down toa 
dull, prosaic level, and in another de- 
cade or so it will be difficult to dis- 
criminate between different nations 
in so far as their garments are con- 
cerned.—London Telegraph. 


Lightning’s Magnetic Effects. 

The magnetic effects produced by 
lightning are often very curious. A 
chest containing a large assortment 
of knives, forks and other cutlery 
was, not many years ago, struck in 
the house of a Wakefield tradesman, 
and magnetism imparted to the 
whole of the articles.

Fall River Man Murdered by 
His Brother-in-Law. 


Both Had Been Drinking and the As- 
sassin Was Apparently the Aggressor. 
He is Captured by Two Citizens. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 8.—John Ken- 
nedy of this city was murderedin Anawan 
street at 2:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
by his brother-in-law, Murice Kennelly, 
who lives with him: Both men had been 
drinking. Shortly before the killing they 
were talking together in the kitchen of 
the house 71 Anawan street, when some 
sharp words passed between them, and 
John ordered his brother-in-law to pack 
his trunk and leave the house at once. 

Maurice went into the street, then 
threw a half-pint bottle through a pane of 
glass into the room where John was sit- 
ting. The latter ran to the door and 
Maurie dared him to come out, threatening 

To Run a Knife Into Him. 

John went up to Maurice, in the middle 
of the street, whereupon Maurice struck 
him. The men clinched, and Maurice got 
John’s head under his arm, drew his 
pocket knife and plunged it to the hilt 
into his abdomen, just below the stomach, 
The wounded man dropped on the side- 
walk and the blood gusned from him ina 
stream. He was assisted to the steps of 
the building 74 Anawan street, became 
unconscious almost immediately and died 
in a few minutes. 

Kennelly ran down Anawan sstreet, but 
was captured at the junction of Pocasset 
street by two men who had witnessed the 
stabbing. He was held until Officer Mul- 
lally arrived, when he was placed under 
arrest. The gory pocket knife was found 
upon him. 

Dr. Leary examined Kennedy’s dead 
body and ordered its removal to the under- 
taker’s, The dead man leaves five chil- 
dren, all under 10 years of age, anda 
widow, who was 

Under the Influence of Liquor 
when the officers took charge of the house, 

John wasa laborer employed at the 
waste mill adjoining his home. Maurice 
is well known in police circles, having 
served sentences for various minor 
offenses. He is best known by the nick- 
name “Dr. Tanner,’’ which. he earned at 
one time by attempting to emulate the 
well-known faster of that name. 

Both the murderer and his victim are 
about 32 years of age. John was addicted 
to drink, and had been on a three days’ 
spree. He died onthe same steps where 
a cobbler named Fitzgerald murdered his 
wife about fifteen years ago, for which 
offence Fitzgerald is now serving sentence 
in Charlestown prison. At the police 
station Kennelly admitted having com- 
initted the crime, and says he did it in self- 
defense, 


Collision Off Cape Cod. 

Boston, Sept. 30.—Yesterday afternoon 
the British fruit steamer Ethelred, Cap- 
tain Hopkins, which sailed from here 
Wednesday evening, returned to port, 
having in tow the two-masted schooner A. 
Heaton of Rockland, Me., Captain Snow, 
both of the vessels having been in collision 
off Cape Cod on Wednesday night. The 
schooner lost her masts and was badly 
strained. The steamer was also damaged 
to a considerable extent. 


Indicted on Eighteen Counts, 

Boston, Oct. 6.—The United States cir- 
cuit court grand jury has reported an in- 
dictment in eighteen counts against John 
H. Paterson and twenty-four others, uffi- 
cers and employes of the National Cash 
Register company, charging them with 
creating a monopoly in favor of the Na- 
tional company in restraint of trade, and 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust act. 
Justice Putnam was onthe bench. This 
isa second indictment against officers of 
this company. 


Clubbed with His Own Billy. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Oct, 8,—Officer 
Lucy, while attempting to close a tempo- 
rary barroom yesterday afternoon, was set 
upon by three men and severely beaten 
and kicked. ‘The men secured the officer’s 
billy and struck him several times with 
it. The roughs made a break for liberty, 
followed by a mob, and finally eluded the 
officers by dodging in and out among al- 
leyways. 

Peck’s Case Again. 

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—In the court of ses- 
sions the Peck case was up for a decision 
as tothe quashing of the criminal indict- 
ment against C. KE. Peck and EK, E. Rogers. 
Judge Clute said;. “‘The motion to quash 
the indictment is denied. It is the duty 
of the grand jury to investigate any al- 
leged offense.’ This matter was post- 
poned until Thursday. 


To Investigate the Collision. 
Boston, Oct. 6.—From the facts fur-

FARMINGTON, Me., Oct. 1.—Bird and 
Tuttle, the alleged buncoers, will be de- 
livered today by the authorities of this 
town to the sheriff of Sagadahoc county, 
the men having been identified by Mr. 
Nowell of Topsham as the parties who 
robbed him of $3000 three years ago.

The Power of Gravitation. 

From: common experience we are 
apt tohold exaggerated notions of 
the power of gravity. Not until we 
compare it with other attractive 
forces, such as magnetism or elec- 
tricity, do we appreciate how trivial 
it really is. 

The fundamental experiments in 
electricity and magnetism, known to 
men for more than 2,000 years, of 
lifting light bodies by rubbed amber 
and iron filings by means of a load- 
stone, demonstrate at once their in- 
comparably greater power. 

If, for instance, the attracting 
body had the moderate dimensions 
of a hand speci..en of amber or load- 
stone, we should require it to be of 
so dense a material as to weigh 
1,000,000,000 pounds instead of a few 


pounds, as usual, in order that its | 


gravitational attraction should equal 
that of either of the two forces men- 
tioned. It is obvious therefore that 
the imposing nature of the force of 
gravity, as equally compared with 
other attractive forces, is due not to 
its superior qualitative magnitude, 
but to the enormous masses of the 
bodies which exercise it. 

Thus, while it requires the use of 
the most delicate torsion balance to 
demonstrate even the mutual attrac- 
tion between a small and a large 
sphere of lead, yet where enormous 
masses, such as the earth, are con- 
cerned, the attraction exerted by one 
hemisphere upon the other probably 
exceeds a force of 500 pounds per 
square inch over a surface whose 
radius is 4,000 miles.—Electricity. 


Characteristic Costumes Disappearing. 
Possibly 50 per cent. of the inter- 
national costumes copied by Queen 
Victoria when she dressed dolls 
have passed away, never to return. 
In some of the Swiss cantons the 
traditional Helvetian garb yet sur- 
vives; in others it is fast declining 
to extinction. Picturesquely clad 
men, women and children who pre- 
tend to be artists’ models, but who 
are in reality beggers, still haunt 
the Via Condotti at Rome and ex- 
tract coppers from the “‘forestieri.” 
The police have driven them from 
the Piazzatii Spagnia and the steps 
of the Trinith de Monti; but ere 
long in all likelihood they will 
wholly vanish. A few vestiges of 
romantic dress linger in the Italian 
provinces; but on the whole the 
peninsula is at present inhabited by 
a population, the males of which 
wear ‘‘store” clothes and wide awake 
hats, while the women are clad in 
Manchester cottons and cheap hats 
copied from the latest Paris modes. 
Characteristic costumes are on the 
wane in Germany, in Norway and in 
Spain. They hold their own to some 
extent in Austria, in Bohemia and in 
the Tyrol; but on every side the na- 
tional costume is coming down toa 
dull, prosaic level, and in another de- 
cade or so it will be difficult to dis- 
criminate between different nations 
in so far as their garments are con- 
cerned.—London Telegraph. 


Lightning’s Magnetic Effects. 

The magnetic effects produced by 
lightning are often very curious. A 
chest containing a large assortment 
of knives, forks and other cutlery 
was, not many years ago, struck in 
the house of a Wakefield tradesman, 
and magnetism imparted to the 
whole of the articles. Arago, in his 
‘Meteorological Essays,” speaks of a 
shoemaker in Swabia whose tools 
were thus treated, to his indescrib- 
able annoyance. ‘‘He had to be con- 
stantly freeing his hammer, pinchers 
and knives from his nails, needles 
and awls, which were constantly get- 
ting caught by them as they lay to- 
gether on the bench.” The same 
authority knew of a Genoese ship 
which was wrecked near Algiers in 
consequence of some pranks played 
by lightning among the compasses, 
the captain innocently supposing 
that he was sailing toward the north 
when as a matter of fact he wes 
steering due south.—Chambers’ Jour- 
nal,

The cable has brought word of the 
death of Renan, the versatile and schol- 
arly president of the French Academy, 
whose fame rests chiefly on his ration- 
alistic writings in opposition to the 
Christian faith. Both Old and New 
Testament history was discussed by 
him in a manner which ga¥e him high 
eminence in the literary world, His 
linguistic attainments, particularly in 
the oriental field, were extensive, while 
his style in-composition was fascinating. 
flis books have been translated into 
several modern tongues, have been 
read with avidity and have produced 
an effect second to those of no other 
representative of his school of thought. 
Of Paul he had a poor opinion; but his 
panegyric of Jesus has rarely been ex- 
celled for eloquence and ardor of admi- 
ration, albeit he attributed to the Naz- 
arene only a human nature. His latest 
productions were in the line of the 
Israelitish antiquities, where he 
wrought as a Vandal, though of a pol- 
ished type. 

Renan was originally designed for 
the church, but abandoned his priestly
